and as for the Lowell Trades and La- 
bor council it didn't officially figV.;:/!

It would be hard to tell just how 


the parade or parades started. 
There 


was. not just one parade.

several. No jealousy and no disorder 
and each parade anxious to give the 
ono it met all possible right of way,. 


Probably the best explanation ofho'V 


the enthusias'm started in Lowell is In 
saying that when Mr. and Mrs. Lowell 
heard the Victory whistles which first 
began about 6 o'clock; Mr. and Mrs. 
Lowell said: "The armistice terms are 
signed. The war is over. 
Peace will 


come. 
"We won't have to work today, 


but there is a big job of celebrating to 
do." 


So they snatched a drink of hot cof- 


fee and beat it for Merrimack square. 
Perhaps on second thought they just 
said, "No one'll work today. Let's £ret 
busy and celebrate." 


Now to tell about the parade. 
Beg pardon, tho parades: Wherever 


five women or five men could line them- 
selves up 
they 
hunted 
around 
for 


marchers and were able to get in mo- 
tion. 
Small American flaps appeared 


as if by magic. It was just the same 
with big flags on staffs given the placo 
of honor at the head of different groups 
of marchers. 


Many groups of marchers carried an 


American flag spread out with differ- 
ent men and women holding its sides. 
The mechanics from North Billerica at 
least three hundred strong1 appeared 
enrly carrying the national flap and the 
union flag. Also groups of mechanics 
carried the British. French and Ameri- 
can Hags spread out flat. 


Only a few French flags were seen 


In the parade. 
Outside of the Ameri- 


can flair, more Greek flags were car- 
ried than of any other nation. Grce^ 
speaking men and women carried then 
and in each case it was noticeable that 
they were careful to carry the Greek 
fiat;- in one hand and the American flajj 
in the other. 


Men paraders raided alleys and ash 


barrels for tin crtns, pans and hoxos 
in order to increase the noise, enthu- 
siasm and incidentally furnish sornt- 
thlns to help mark time. 
The early 


paraderp had some singing:, but not as 
much as might naturally be expected.

ly filled, some of them getting in line 
and becoming: a part of the parade, 
while others just rushed around the 
streets, individually adding to the nolso 
and patriotism.

The Lowell Trades and Labor coun-

This was good planning1 all right, 


but up to P.30 no band had appeared 
and as for the Lowell Trades and La- 
bor council It didn't officially flgura 
very much in the parade except that 
.its members joined in with tha rest 
of the paraders and helped along tha 
enthusiasm. 


It would be hard to tell just how 


the parade or parades started. There 
was not just one parade. There were 
several. 
No jealousy and no disorder 


a nd each parade anxious to give the 
one it met a.11 possible right of way. 


Probably the best explanation of how 


the enthusiasm started in Lowell ia in 
saying- that when Mr. and Mrs. Lowell 
heard the Victory whistles which first 
began about 6 o'clock, Mr. and Mrs. 
Lowell said: "The armistice terms are 
signed. 
The war is over. Peaco will 


come. 
We won't have to work today, 


but there is a big job of celebrating to 
do." 


So they snatched a drink of hot cof- 


fee and beat it for Merrimack SQuaro. 
Perhaps on second thought they just 
said. "No one'll work today. Let's f 
busy and celebrate." 


Now to tell about the parade. 
Beg pardon, the parades: Wherever

ns if by magic. It was-just the same 
with big Hags on staffs given the place 
oC honor at the head o£ different groups 
01* marchers. 


Many groups of marchers carried an 


American flag spread out with differ- 
ent men and women holding Its sides. 
The mechanics from North Billerica at 
least three hundred strong appeared 
early carrying the national flag a'nd the 
union flag. Also groups of mechanics 
rarrifd the British, French and Ameri- 
can flags spread out flat. 


Only a few French flags were seen 


in the parade. Outside of the Ameri- 
can flag, more Greek flags were car- 
ried thnn of any other nation. Greek 
speaking men and women carried them 
;ind in each case Jt was noticeable that 
th(:y were careful to carry the Greek 
flri'jT in one hand and the American flag 
in iiift other.
